Tomb «as

NE THING is certain in 
history, that is that 


& there was a man named 


Jesus Christ. The records of His life, 
‘death, burial, and resurrection are a 
matter of available information to 
anyone who will take the time to read. 

The resurrection of Christ is just 
as much a fact as any of the other de- 
tails concerning Him. Though the 
meaning of the resurrection is a the- 
ological matter, the fact of it is a his- 
torical matter. The nature of the re- 
surrection body of Jesus may be a 
mystery, but the fact that the body 
disappeared from the tomb is a mat- 
ter of historical evidence. 

There can be no resurrection until 
someone has died. Christ actually 
died and was buried in the tomb of 
Joseph of Arimathaea. On the third 
day He arose from the tomb and was 
seen to be alive. 1 Cor. 15:1-8. 

Jesus staked the entire future of His 
Church on His prediction that He 
would rise from the dead. “Destroy 
this temple, and in three days I will 
raise it up.” John 2:19. Since Jesus 


said that He would die and would 
rise again from the dead, it was pos- 
itively demanded that such events 
should happen. 

The resurrection of Jesus Christ was 
the principal fact in the believing and 
the preaching of the early apostles. 
There was no question in their minds 
as to whether this was the same Jesus 
or whether He was alive again from 
the dead. They were absolutely cer- 
tain that He had risen from the dead. 
To them, the resurrection of Jesus 
explained the meaning of His death. 
To them, it was the principal basis for 
the outpouring of the Holy Spirit on 
the Day of Pentecost. 

The proofs or evidences of the re- 
surrection of Jesus from the dead are 
many: 

1) There is the silent testimony of 
the empty tomb. The tomb where He 
was buried was found to be empty on 
the third morning. 

2) There were a number of per- 
sons who witnessed the fact that the 
tomb was empty — Mary Magdalene 
and the other Mary, also Peter and 
John. Matt. 28:1-6; John 20:1-8. 


3) The angel attendant at the tomb 
testified to His resurrection when he 
said, “He is not here: for He is risen, 
as He said. Come, see the place where 
the Lord lay.” Matt. 28:6. 

4) The clothes in which He was 
buried were found after His resurrec- 
tion lying in the tomb and were iden- 
tified to be the exact clothes in which 
He was buried. 

5) There are a number of people 
mentioned in the Bible, whose char- 
acter we have no reason to doubt, 
who, though they did not witness His 
actual resurrection from the dead, 
saw Him after He was raised. The 
Lord’s appearances were many. There 
are at least 14 post-resurrection ap- 
pearances of Jesus that are recorded 
in the New Testament. 

Jesus Christ said He would die. He 
was crucified on the cross and there 
He died and was buried. But Jesus 
Christ rose again. Our faith is based 
upon the truth that One died for our 
sins, that He was buried, and that He 
rose from the dead. The entire Christ- 
ian religion, Roman Catholic and Pro-

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SCHOOL MEN MEET — 


A report by L. R. Keys, President of Bethany Bible College 


I HAVE BEEN ASKED BY THE BETHANY 
Bible College Board of Directors to 
write a brief report concerning the 
meetings of the Accredited Associa- 
tion of Bible Institutes and Bible Col- 
leges. 

ot is a well-known fact that this 
Accrediting Association with head- 
quarters in Providence, Rhode Island 
and annual meetings in Chicago, has 
rendered great service to the Bible 
School movement of America. By the 
association of scores of Bible Schools 
and seminaries in this movement, 
there has come about a rise in the 
standards of the schools in many dif- 
ferent ways. With all the schools, 
there has been the primary objective 
of honoring Christ and the inspired 
Word of God. In the case of schools, 
whose academic standards have been 
somewhat wanting, there has been a 
raising of the standard in this respect. 
New courses have been added to the 
curriculum, and courses already being 
given have been strengthened. By the 
insistence upon a high percentage of 
degreed teachers, the level of teach- 
ing ability and efficiency has likewise 
been raised, Bogus degrees from ques- 
tionable sources have been frowned 
upon and there has been an approach 
to genuine scholarship on the part of 
the faculty. As to the students, 
‘ thorough-going requirements for aca- 
demic credit and graduation have 
been enforced. 

It is a wonderful experience to sit 
in the meetings of this Accrediting 
Association and hear the deeply 
spiritual addresses of representatives 
educators of many Evangelical move- 
ments in America, including the As- 
semblies of God. It is a source of 
spiritual edification to attend the 
prayer times in which these men of 
unquestioned academic standing and 
genuine spirituality pour out their 
hearts to God in prayer for our 
schools, our faculties, and our stu- 
dents. 

The writer attended the 8th annual 
meeting in 1954 and also the 10th an- 
nual meeting held in 1956. All of the 
Assembly of God schoolmen are pres- 
ent at these meetings including our 
Secretary of Education, Brother Ash- 
croft. On the display table, the cat-

THE ELECTS OF PENTECOST 


“THEY were all filled” Who are 
they? They were devout Christian be- 
lievers. 

They were Converted. Christ had 
told them: “Rejoice not, that the 
spirits are subject unto you; but 
rather rejoice because your names 
are written in heaven.” 

They were Connected to Christ. 
The branch and vine illustration in 
John 15 shows forth their union with 
Him. As the branches receive life 
from the vine, so it was of them. 

They were Clean. “Now ye are 
clean through the word which I have 
spoken unto you.” 

They were Consecrated. “They are 
not of the world, even as I am not of 
the world.” 

They were chosen. Christ had said, 
“Ye have not chosen me, but I have 
chosen you.” 

They were Commissioned. “Go ye 
into all the world and preach.” 

They were Commanded. “But tarry 
ye in the city of Jerusalem until ye be 
endued with power.” 

They were Concerned. They were 
concerned enough about His com- 
mandments to obey. “If ye love me, 
keep my commandments.” He has 
commanded us to wait until we are 
endued with Pentecostal power.

“And 
SUDDENLY there came.” Pentecost 
is quick to come to a hungry, obed- 
ient, waiting heart. 

The Sound of Pentecost. “There 
came a sound from heaven.”

Some don’t 
like the sounds of Pentecost. “Too 
noisy, some object. Praise God for 
the glad hallelujahs arising from lips 
of Spirit-baptized souls. 

The Source of Pentecost. Scripture 
says that it came from heaven. Some 
would like to suggest that it might 
have come from the other place. Jt is 
a heavenly blessing for earthly people. 

The Swiftness of Pentecost. “As a 
rushing mighty wind” No man can 
boast of controlling the wind, espec- 
ially a “rushing mighty wind.” 

The Strength of Pentecost. Pente- 
cost moves things. It can move ob- 
stacles, It can move people who have 
been “set” for a long time. Who can 
hold back the torrent of Pentecostal 
fullness? Who dare say, “Thus far 
and no farther?” 

The Symbols of Pentecost. “rushing 
mighty wind . . . cloven tongues like 
as of fire’ The sound from heaven 
opens man’s ears to heaven’s message 
and awakens the sleeping Christian 
to go to work witnessing for Christ. 
That heavenly sound is God’s alarm 
clock for sleeping saints. The fire 
opens our eyes to expect to see the 
supernatural, The wind moves us to 
scatter the seed of the Word as the 
tumbleweed scatters its seeds when 
the wind blows upon it. When the 
fuel, wind and fire come together 
there is certain to be something spec- 
tacular that will draw a crowd.

“And be- 
gan to speak” This was a talking 
church Not talking about each other 
but “praising and magnifying God” 
Pentecost will cause dumb people to 
speak forth. The silent tongue will be- 
come vocal for Christ, “as the Spirit 
gives utterance” Oh, to speak with 
Holy anointing, in the power of the 
Spirit. 


THE EFFECTS OF PENTECOST 


Three groups are represented, and 
upon each Pentecost had its distinc- 
tive effect. 

The Religious Crowd. “Jews, de- 
vout men” causing a threefold effect.

The Sinful Crowd. 'They were Con- 
victed. They were Converted. They 
were committed to the ordinances of 
the church, water baptism and 
“breaking of bread.” They joined the 
church, for 8,000 were added to the 
120.

Baptized on a U. 


§. Navy Tanker 


The testimony of Vernon Mayhall of Live Oak 


“The Lord baptized me in the Holy 
Spirit on deck of a U. S. Navy tanker 
just as it was pulling into the Manila 
Bay.” Thus Vernon Mayhall testified 
during a recent revival at the Assem- 
bly of God Church in Live Oak, Cali- 
fornia. On this particular night, the 
evangelist had asked for several tes- 
timonies from those that had been 
filled with the Holy Spirit. 

This most unique testimony so im- 
pressed the evangelist that he decided 
to gather the complete story from 
Vernon, who is the very capable CA 
President at the Live Oak Assembly. 

The following is the thrilling testi- 
mony of Vernon Mayhall: 

“Before joining the Navy, I had ac- 
cepted Jesus Christ as Saviour and 
Lord, and was a member of a Bap- 
tist church in Redlands, California. 
In September, 1953, we left the states 
enroute to Sasaebo, Japan. I was 
aboard a USS A030 tanker called “The 
Shemung.” Two other Christians and 
I started having nightly prayer meet- 
ings aboard ship. By the time we 
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reached Pearl Harbor, the prayer 
meetings were being attended by fif- 
teen to twenty boys each night. When 
we left Hawaii, we were given per- 
mission by the executive officer to 
conduct divine services aboard the 
ship. The Lord graciously blessed the 
services and several men were saved. 

“My first introduction to the Full 
Gospel message was at the Sasaebo 
Servicemen’s Center, where a Pente- 
costal missionary told me about the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. I began 
to make a fresh study of the Bible 
and talked with other Christian sail- 
ors concerning the Pentecostal exper- 
ience, 

“The Lord helped me to open my 
heart to these glorious truths of the 
Word and I became convinced that 
I needed this enduement of power 


for more effective service for my Mas- 
ter. 


“I was not without opposition to 
embrace this experience and be filled 
with the Spirit. When our ship arriv- 
ed at Formosa, some missionaries met 


me and advised me strongly against 
seeking for the infilling of the Holy 
Ghost. 

“Tt was then and there that I made 
my decision to settle it definitely re- 
garding the baptism. I was the ship 
baker and completed my duty each 
morning at three o'clock. For two 
weeks, while the ship was enroute to 
the Philippines, I would go out on the 
deck at 3 a. m. and pray for the Lord 
to baptize me in the Holy Spirit. My 
place of prayer was under one of the 
guns. During this time, I prayed 
earnestly each day and fasted several 
times for two days at a time. 

“Then on that unforgettable morn- 
ing of February 28, 1954, God met 
me in a wonderful way. Just as the 
ship was coming into the Manila Bay 
at early sunrise, the Lord baptized 
me with the Holy Ghost and fire, with 
the initial physical evidence of speak- 
ing in other tongues as the Spirit of 
God gives utterance! What a trans- 
formation it was for my life! 

“The Lord Himself proved the fact 
that He still gives this same exper- 
ience the 120 received in the upper 
reom on the day of Pentecost.” 

In addition to serving as CA Lead- 
er at the Live Oak Assembly, Vernon 
teaches the Young Adult Bible Class 
and is the church song leader. 

Now employed as a teller at a bank 
in Marysville, California, Vernon 
plans to attend Bethany Bible College 
at Santa Cruz and then enter the full- 
time ministry.

1957 DISTRICT COUNCIL 


The 1957 Northern California- 
Nevada District Council of the Assem- 
blies of God convened in Glad Tid- 
ings Temple of San Francisco, Febru- 
ary 19-22. An excellent company of 
ministers, delegates, and friends were 
in attendance at the meetings and 
there was a splendid spiritual atmos- 
pire that crowned the entire Coun- 
cil. 

The Council proper was preceded 
by an impressive C. A. Rally on Mon- 
day evening with Robert Pirtle as 
speaker. Throughout the morning and 
afternoon on Tuesday the W. M. C. 
were in charge and they enjoyed a 
time of inspirational fellowship and 
spiritual challenge. The council prop- 
er began with the Tuesday night 
Home Missions Rally. This meeting 
was under the direction of R. A. Wil- 


son Sr., District Missionary Secretary. 
The speakerWednesday evening was 
N. D. Davidson of the Oregon Dis- 
trict, Thursday evening L. R. Keys, 
president of B. B. C., and Friday 
evening, Paul Bruton, missionary to 
French West Africa. 

The council included a_ special 
memorial service for District Super- 
intendent W. T. Gaston who was call- 
ed to higher service on August 26. 
Other ministers who had passed to 
their reward since the last District 
Council were also honored. There 
were 59 candidates for ordination and 
license. The entire council was bless- 
ed and united together in God by a 
lovely evening communion. 

Some of the more important busi- 
ness transacted by the council includ- 
ed a provision that presbyters must

receive a two-third majority in order 
to be declared elected. The reserve 


funds in the Ministrs Benevolent 
Fund were done away with and the 
minimum benefit was increased from 
$500.00 to $750.00. The executive of- 
ficers were authorized to purchase a 
piece of property adjacent to the 
southwest boundary of Bethany Park 
in order to provide a site for Pacific 
Mission Village. 

A motion clarified the status of the 
District presbytery giving them power 
to make interim decisions and take 
action on all matters provided for in 
the Constitution and Bylaws but re- 
quiring other matters to be referred 
to the District Council for ratification. 

There was a discussion of our for- 
eign missionary program and steps 
were taken to revise those policies 
that seemed to require it. The presby- 
ters were given authority to create a 
Missions Board which would oversee 
the District missionary program. 

The American Indian Fellowship 
of the Northern California-Nevada 
District of the Assemblies of God was 
given special recognition and its right 
to exist as a subsidiary corporation 
was ratified. 

The establishment of new works 
was given consideration and a mo- 
tion was passed providing for leaders 
of proposed new works to consult 
with the presbyter, superintendent 
and pastors of the section in order 
that there be no conflict in our total 
program. 

A committee was appointed to draft 
bylaws to provide for a Men’s Fellow- 
ship Department in our District. 

Each of the District departments 
gave very encouraging and helpful

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In a very unique way in recent 
years, it has pleased God to fulfill His 
promise to confirm His Word with 
signs following. In a manner unpre- 
cedented, missionary-evangelists are 
enjoying a supernatural confirmation 
to their ministry of the Word. As a 
result, great interest is being stirred 
in traditionally “hard fields” and mul- 
titudes of converts are being swept 


into the Kingdom. 

A dramatic illustration of the new 
trend in missionary evangelism has 
been provided recently through the 
ministry of Brother P. R. Ford of 
Sebastopol. Brother Ford, the com- 
petent and respected pastor of this 
Assembly, was encouraged by another 
missionary-evangelist, Roy Whitt of 
Vallejo, to undertake a missionary

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tour. Brother Ford chose El Salvador 
because of his friendship with mis- 
sionary Paul Finkenbinder. El Sal- 
vador is of special interest to our Dis- 
trict through our missionary represen- 
tatives there, Ralph and Jewyl Wil- 
liams, and Arthur and Jane Lindvall. 
Brother Williams, incidentally, is 
Field Superintendent for all Central 
America. 
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The Sebastopol Assembly, along 
with one or two others, entirely spon- 
sored Brother Ford’s trip, including 
transportation and living expenses. 
Hence, on January 25, Brother Ford 
began meetings in the city of San 
Vincente (pop. 11,000), El Salvador. 

San Vicente was chosen by the mis- 
sionaries because it was hitherto total- 
ly unevangelized and yet it was in a 
strategic and needy area. It was the 
belief of the missionaries that the 
most effective approach would be 
through a visiting evangelist rather 
than through their own efforts. Even 


though Brother Ford did not speak 


Spanish, and he required the co- 
operation of Brother Finkenbinder to 
serve as interpreter, it was felt that 
such an arrangement was definitely 
worth while. 

The meetings continued nightly for 
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a full 30 nights and closed February 
23, Although the evangelist had taken 
the precaution of securing a govern- 
ment permit, after the first few days 
of meetings there was continual gov- 
ernment pressure and interference. It 
was only at the cost of day-by-day 
battling that the meetings were allow- 
ed to continue. Brother Ford and Fin- 
kenbinder were prepared to go to 
jail if necessary, and hence they saw 
their cause through to success. 

The results of the meetings were 
phenomenal. Though they were held 
outdoors in a vacant lot with no seat- 
ing accommodations, the attendance 
averaged 1,000 nightly. The conver- 
sions conservatively totaled 2,000, and 
there were scores of definite healings. 
It was the continuous miracles that 
served to stir interest, attract atten- 
tion, and assure the presence of large

crowds nightly. 

Judged by our standards, the bre- 
thren were greatly handicapped in 
their ministry by the various govern- 
ment regulations. They were not al- 
lowed to lay hands on the sick in a 
Biblical manner, but could simply ask 
that all those who wished the healing 
touch to raise their hands in the aud- 
ience for group prayer. In spite of this 
rather remote contact, a great number 
of healings were wrought. After pray- 
er, the evangelist would request those 
who had felt an immediate healing 
touch who wished to testify to do so. 
Those pictured in the accompanying 
spread were among those who so 
testified. 

Brother Ford insists that he makes 
no claims to being a “divine healer.” 
He simply preached the Word of God 
and called upon God to confirm His 
Word with signs following. The re- 
markable results seemed to be the re- 
sponse of the simple faith on the part 
of the hearers and for them the evan- 
gelist seeks no personal credit. 

The outstanding fact of this revival 
is that it has led to the beginning of 
three new churches in the town of 
San Vicente. Three young men who 
were former students of the Bible 
School in El Salvador were invited to 
pastor the new converts. Halls were 
rented in order to provide appropriate 
meeting places. Hence, in a single

CHURCH is as Sunday School 

minded as its pastor. This is an 
axiom with hardly an exception. The 
principle of the saying that a stream 
can rise no higher than its source, is 
certainly true with the church. Spirit- 
ual pastors cultivate spiritual congre- 
gations. Missionary-minded _ pastors 
usually instill the thrill and challenge 
of the missionary program into the 
hearts of their hearers. Enthusiasm 
surely does breed enthusiasm. And 
Sunday School enthusiasm must first 
engulf the pastor, When he is “sold” 
on the Sunday School, he can be a 
dynamo for God in enlisting his mem- 
bers for Sunday School evangelism. 

The Sunday School is the pastor’s 
greatest opportunity to achieve the 
aim of his calling. Thousands of pas- 
tors have gone on record to say that 
about ninety percent of the results of 
their ministry have come through the 
Sunday School. These same ministers 
have frankly acknowledged that these 
results have come from only about 
a ten percent investment of their time. 
What would happen in America if 
every pastor became a consistent Sun- 
day School enthusiast? 

There are many reasons why the 
Sunday School offers the pastor his 
best opportunity for evangelism. One 
of these is the fact that there are many 
unsaved people who attend Sunday 
School but never attend church ser- 
vices. This is especially true of child- 
ren and young people. 

Those who are most susceptible to 
the gospel message — the children — 
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by 
George H. 
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can be most easily reached by the 
Sunday School. 

The third reason why the Sunday 
School affords the pastor his best op- 
portunity to fulfill his ministry, is 
this: The Sunday School has enlisted 
the soul-winners of the Church and 
given them a weekly opportunity to 
reach the lost for the Lord. When the 
pastor of the Sunday School fully 
realizes the importance of this fact, 
he will do all he can to encourage 
them and train them to become more 
proficient in the art of winning souls. 

The pastor, as the spiritual leader 
of the church, is the spiritual leader 
of each department of the church. 
The church is one body with many 
organs, one of which is the Sunday 
School. It has been well said that the 
Sunday School is the Church study- 
ing the Bible and the Church is the 
Sunday School worshiping God. 

The executive head of the Sunday 
School is the superintendent. He 
should carry out the policies of the 
Sunday School with the counsel of 
the pastor. There should be a friendly 
bond between these two leaders. New 
ideas or plans should always be dis- 
cussed thoroughly together. They 
should pray together until His Spirit 
makes them one. When each knows 
the frank opinions of the other and 
understands his own position and re- 
sponsibilities, cooperation is no prob- 
lem. 

The pastor is the director of evan- 
gelism for the entire church. The 
Church was created by the Lord to

fulfill the great commission of preach- 
ing and teaching the gospel to all the 
world. The pastor's chief task is to or- 
ganize and lead his people in the most 
efficient way. 

One of the chief Sunday School re- 
sponsibilities of the pastor is the 
training of present and future work- 
ers. He should be the teacher of teach- 
ers. In the early church, the pastor 
was the master teacher who taught 
members to become teachers. 

“A real School is impossible without 
real teachers and real teachers are 
impossible without teacher training.” 
We will have more and better trained 
teachers when more pastors will pro- 
vide training classes for their school. 

No Sunday School worker can do 
his best work for God until he is 
charged with a genuine thrill of his _ 
high calling. His place of ministry 
must be a joy to him. He must be 
blessed before he can be a channel of 
blessing. In short, a Sunday School 
worker needs to be filled with Sun- 
day School enthusiasm. ‘Enthusiasm 
is hope in action, Someone has said 
that an ounce of hot enthusiasm is 
worth more than a ton of cold sense. 
The pastor must do everything he can 
to get his Sunday School workers on 
fire for God. He should urge each 
worker to attend sectional, district, 
and national Sunday School conven- 
tions. 

The pastor can arrange for a Sun- 
day School emphasis week in_ his 
church. He can arrange for Sunday 
School workers to come to his Assem- 
bly for Sunday School revival or in- 
vite his district Sunday School leader 
for a local convention. This is one 
way he can make it possible for all 
his workers to hear outstanding Sun- 
day School speakers. 

It is a big challenge which the Sun- 
day School offers to the pastor, but 
the results justify every effort he will 
put forth.
